PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE WILL BE 


READ TUESDAY. 


Washington, Dec.. 1.—The second 


session of the 57th congress 
was 


convened at noon today. 
Long be- 


fore the gavels fell in the two houses 
large crowds thronged 
about the 


doors of the visitors' galleries, seek- 
ing admission. 
Early in the fore- 


noon the corridors gave evidence of 
an approaching session. 
There were 


the usual scenes and incidents at- 
tending the opening of congress. A 
brig-ht. sunny 
day brought out a 


crowd to greet the lawmakers, the 
women being conspicuous among the 
visitors. 


In the lobbies of the house mem- 


bers were 
exchanging 
greetings, 


while oil the senate side there were 
similar exchanges. 
Large numbers 


of representatives also journeyed to 
the senate chamber to shake hands. 


As the hour for opening approach- 


ed the crowds in the corridors grew 
larger and the members gathering 
about the doors of the galleries in- 
creased, but many were necessarily 
disappointed, as the capacity of the 
space alloted to outsiders was claim- 
ed early. 


To be seen in the corridors and lob- 


bies on both sides were many public 
•fficials, who left the departments 
to witness the opening. 
Notably 


among those who gathered at the 
capital this morning were some of 
the members-elect, 
who will take 


seata next December, or earlier, 
should an extra session be called. 


There were many out-of-town vis- 


itors, who helped to swell the num- 
bers at tho capltol 
and who came 


hoping to get a glimpse of the open- 
ing ceremonies.

THE SWEETS OF DEFEAT. 


It was generally remarked upon in 


the galleries that the most elaborate 
floral pieces were on the desks of Mr.

At Ilr45 the doorkeeper directed 


his assistants to clear the floor of .all 
persons not entitled to remain during 
the session.

to their desks, but there were no 
demonstrations. Mr. Cannon, of Illi- 
nois, whose election as speaker of the 
next house is already assured, was be- 
seiged by his colleagues with con- 
gratulations an'd could with difficulty 
force a way to Ms desk. Mr. Payne, 
of New York, the floor leader of the 
majority; Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Mr. Richardson, the minority 
leader, -and other prominent members, 
also held impromptu receptions. 


THE SPEAKER ENTERS. 


Three minutes before the -hour of 


noon the doors1 from the rear lobby 
swung open and Speaker Henderson 
entered. 
He was immediately sur- 


rounded by members and held a re- 
ception upon the marble steps of the 
rostrum until the hands of the clock 
met. Then, exactly nt 12 o'clock, Jie 
ascended to his place. A great out- 
burst of applause greeted him as he 
faced the house and galleries. With 
several vigorous whacks of the gavel 
the speaker stilled the demonstration 
in his honor. In the hush that fol- 
lowed the blind chaplain.

HUNTING TRIP'S TRAGIC END 


CHARLES KINDER KILLED BY 


EXPLOSION OF GUN. 


Fatality Occurred Near the Young 


Man's Home Near Arcola on 


Sunday Afternoon. 


Charles Kinder, the nineteen year 


old sou of 
Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas 


Kinder, of near Arcoia, was killed 
instantly by 
the explosion of his 


shotgun while out hunting with a 
companion named Skinner, Sunday. 
The two lads started out in the fore- 
noon and when at a point near the 
Catholic cemetery, they separated to 
make a detour of a patch of woods. 
About five minutes afterward Skin- 
ner heard Kinder's gun go oft and 
looking 
in his direction, saw the 


young man throw up nis hands and 
fall. 


Skinner hastened to his side and 


was horrified to find his companion 
bleeding from a gaping wound in his 
left side, just below his 
armpit. 


Within three minutes the injured lad 
breathed his last. Skinner procured 
assistance at a nearby farm house 
and the boy's body was carried to the 
home of his parents. Coroner 
Van 


Buskirk was notified, but not being 
told of the details, he awaited the re- 
turn of Undertaker Schone, who was 
summoned to prepare the body for 
burial. 


Kinder was evidently lenninjr nn 


the gun when it 
exploded as his 


clothing was badly scorched, and the 
wound was about the size of the bore 
of the 
gun. 
The weapon was a 


double barreled breech-loader 
and 


one of the barrels was torn to pieces, 
the other being split a distance of 
four inches from the muzzle. 


The surviving family consists of 


the parents, two brothers, Augustiu 
and Claude, and three sisters, 
Mrs. 


Kate Manier, Miss Dora and 
Miss 


Geneva. 
The mother is visiting in 


Michigan and was notified that the 
lad had been seriously injured, 
it 


being thought inadvisable to notify 
her of his death for fear the shock 
would be too great. 


The funeral services will be held 


Wednesday morning at 9 o'clock from 
th-s residence and at 10 o'clock from 
the Catholic church at Arcola.

Orders were 
given, to have the boats mnde more 
secure and .1 detail of seven men were 
sent up to fasten them.

T'iiere w-.i-s a shout 
of warning and all o£ the men held 
fast except Jo'hnsoii, 'who was dashed 
overboard.

SENOR CONCHA 'IS 'RELIEVED 


COLOMBIAN MINISTER HAS A 


SUCCESSOR. 


Dr. Hcrron Likely to be Appointed— 


Has Full Power in Canal Ne- 


gotiations. 


Washington, Dec. 1.—Senor Concha 
has been relieved as minister for Co- 
lombia by orders from Bogota and 
it is believed that Dr. Thomas Her- 
ron, the present secretary of lega- 
tion here, will be accredited as min- 
ister to succeed Senor Concha in the 
course of a few days. 


Meanwhile 
Dr. Herron has been 


clothed by his government with full 
authority to prosecute the negotia- 
tions looking to a canal treaty with 
considerably enlarged powers. 


Minister Concha having stood fast

TALK ON TECHNICAL SCHOOLS 


INTERESTING 
MEETING 
HELD 


SATURDAY EVENING. 


Messrs. C. H. Newton and G. H. 


Bierce Outline Technical 


School Methods. 


The meeting held in the Commer- 


cial club rooms Saturday night in the 
interests of the technical school pro- 
ject was not largc-ly attended, but 
the speakers, C. H. Newton, of To- 
ledo, and G. H. Bierce, of Dayton, O., 
aroused such an amount of interest 
by the manner in which they set 
forth the benefits of such an institu- 
tion that the meeting' is sure to have 
abundant results. 


Mr. Newton was the first speaker 


and was introduced by S. M. Foster. 
In opening Mr. Newton stated that a 
man was not merely a mechanical 
contrivance even when engaged in 
sordid labor, hut is a herng with fac- 
ulties, the training of which makes 
him more valuable to himself and to 
his 
employer. 
Mr. Newton laid 


stress on the moral qualifications of 
the student and the necessity of-pro- 
viding proper instructors and 
en- 


vironment in order to insure the suc- 
cess of the project. 
Mr. Newton 


summed up as follows: 


"There is a growing conviction that 


:hose who attend school from choice, 


:! take the time to do so from their 


:iours of leisure or rest, make the 
jest students and should have the 
Benefit of the very best schools. 
Time to them is of great importance. 
The surroundings 
-and 
equipment 


should be attractive and homelike, 
the teachers expert, holding their po- 
sitions wholly because of their abil- 
ty and interest in the students; the 
course of study should be elastic and 
elective, so that each student may I 
mrsue the lines bearing directly 
upon his particular needs; while the 
grading and promotion should be on 
i basis admitting of as rapid progress 
is the individual is capable of, re- 
jardlcs'S1 of the other members of the 
chool or class." 
Mr. Bierce, who is at the head of 


the Stihvell-Bierce company, of Day- 
ton, 
Ohio, was next introduced by Mr. 


Foster. 
Mr. Bierce gave his views 


rom a purely commercial standpoint. 
"Assuming that there are 10,000 


young men in this city capable of 
earning .at least $500 a year," he 


fl. "they represent, an earning ca- 


pacity of $5,000,000 every year. 
They are therefore of more value than 
all your manufactures and anything 
you can do to increase their earning 
capacity is that much gained for your 
city. 
The greatest service you can 


•ender a young man is to give him an 
opportunity to discover himself, and 
to help him to develop himself along I ^ V'b7ougi".riTiS~ guvel'down 
the lines for which he is naturally 
fitted." 


Mr. Bierce outlined the technical 
:hool carried on in connection with 


the Railroad Y. M. C. A. affording 
iducation in the useful trades, and 
explained the method clearly. 


'The idea," he said, "is not to give 


the young men an education fur 
nothing, which they will not appreci- 
ate, but to charge a nominal sum, the 
remainder to be paid by the manufac- 
turers, 
who 
would 
be 
benefited 


through the school."' 


At the conclusion of the address, 


Theodore Thieme. who was 
instru- 


mental in bringing the gentlemen to 
the city, stated that the matter of es- 
tablishing a school would be taken 
up -at the next meeting of the Com- 
mercial club.

Justice Harlan is one of the best 


preserved old men in public life. He 
is 69 years of age, but, although of 
gigantic build, is as energetic and 
lively as :•. boy.

He walks and rides much, 


and frequently makes the journey 
from his home in Mount Pleasant to 
the capital on foot.

to allow access to these soundings 
and to consent to the landing and 
laying of the cable, subject to any 
alterations or additions 
thereto 


imposed by the congress. This was 
deemed proper, 
especially as it 


was clear that a cable connection 
of some kind with China, a foreign 
country, was a part of the com- 
pany's plan. 
This course was, 


moreover, in accordance with a lino 
of precedents, including President- 
Grant's action in the case of the 
first French cable, explained to the 
congress in his annual message of 
December, 1875, and the instance 
occurring in 1879 of the second 
French cable 
from Brest to St. 


Pierre, with a branch to Cape Cod 


These 
conditions 
prescribed, 


..-—awong other things, a maximum 


fite for commercial messages and 
tbat the company should construct 


^ 
a Hue from the Philippine islands 
to China, there being at present, 
as is well known, a British line 
from Manila to Hongkong. 


The representatives of the cable 


company kept 
these conditions 


long under consideration, contin- 
uing, in the meantime, to 'prepare 
for Iflying the cable. 
They have, 


however, 
at 
length 
acceded to 


them, and an all-American line be- i 
tween our P aciiic coast and the | 
Chimese empire, by way of Hono- 
lulu and the Philippine islands, is 
thus provided! lor, and is expected 
•yvithtn a few months to be ready 
for business. 


Among the cjonditious is one re- 


serving the porwer of the congress 
to modify or repeal any or all of 
them. 
A copy of the conditions is 


herewith transmitted.

THE PSIUPPIKES. 


On July 4 last, on the one hund- 


red and twenty-sixth anniversary 
of the declaration of our independ- 
ence, peace and amnesty were pro- 
mulgated in the Philippine islands. 
Seine troulle has since from time 
to time tiires.tened with the Mo- 
haii; medail 
Moros, but with the 


late insurrectionary Filipinos the 
war 
lias, entirely 
ceased. Civil 


government 
has now been intro- 


duced. '.Not only does each Filipino 
enjoy .such rights to life, liberty 
and the1 pursuit of happiness as 
he has never before known during 
the recorded history of the islands 
but the people taken us a whole 
now enjoy a measure of self-gov- 
ernment greater than that grantee 
to any othisr Orientals by any for- 
eign power and greater than tha' 
enioyerl by any other Orientals un- 
der their owyi governments, 
save 


1 the Japanese alone. 
We have not 


gone too far 
in granting 
these 


rights of liberty and self-govern- 
ment; but we have certainly gone 
to the limit that in the interests 
of the Philippine people themselves 
it was 
wise 
or just to go. To 


hurry matters, to go faster than we 
are now going, would entail calam- 
ity on the people of the islands. 
No policy ever entered into by the 
American 
peoyle has 
vindicated 


itself in more signal manner than 
the policy of holding the Philip- 
pines. 
The triuc.iph of our arms, 


above all the triumph of our laws 
and principles, has come sooner 
than we had any right to expect. 
Too much pra:se can not be given 
to the army for what it has done in 
the 
Philippines 
both in warfare 


and from an administrative stand- 
point in preparing the way 
for 


civil 
govcrmm nt, 
and similar 


credit belongs, to the civil author- 
ities for the 
way 
in which they 


have plr.ntc.il -the 
seeua ol ^ei£- 


governmsnt in the ground thus 
::i:v.!e reiwiy -for them. 
The cour- 


age, 
the uuflincning 
endurance, 


the high soldierly efficiency, and 
the general kind-heartedness and 
humanity of our troops have been 
strikingly manifested. There now 
remains only some fifteen thous- 
and troops in the islands. All told, 
over one hundred thousand have 
been sent there. 
Of course, there 


have been individual instances of 
wrongdoing among them. 
They 


warred under fearful 
difficulties 


of climate and surroundings, and 
under the 
strain 
of the terrible 


provocations which they continu- 
ally received from their foes, oc- 
casional instances of cruel retalia- 
tion occurred. 
Every effort has 


been made to prevent such cruel- 
ties, and finally these efforts have 
been completely successful. Every 
effort has also been made 
to de- 


tect and punish the wrongdoers. 
After making all allowance 
for 


these misdeeds, it 
remains true 


that few indeed have been the in- 
stances 
in which war has been 


waged by a civilized power against 
semi-civilized or barbarous forces 
where 
there 
has been 
so little 


wrongdoing by the victors as in 
the Philippine islands. 
On the 


other hand, the amount of diffi- 
cult, 
important 
and 
benificent 


work which has been done is well- 
night incalculable. 


Taking the work of the army 


and the civil authorities together, 
it may be questioned whether any- 
where else in modern times the 
world has seen a better example 
of real constructive statesmanship 
than our people have given in the 
Philippine islands. 
High praise 


should also be given those Filip- 
inos, in the aggregate very numer- 
ous, 
who have accepted the new 


conditions 
and joined with our 


representatives 
to 
work 
with 


hearty good will for the welfare 
of the islands. 


THE ARMY. 


The army has been reducad to 


the minimum allowed ty law. 
It 


is very small for the size of th-J 
nation, and most certainly should 
be kept at the highest -point of 
efficiency. 
Tlie senior officers are 


given scant chance under ordinary 
conditions to exercise commands 
c&iuuitMisuratt: 
with 
their rank 


under circumstances which would 
fit them to do their duty in -time 
of actual war. 
A system of ma- 


neuvering our army in bodies of 
some little size has been begun and 
should 
be 
steadily 
continued. 


Without such maneuvers it is folly 
to expect that in the event of hos- 
tilities with any serious foe even 
n small 
army corps 
could 
he 


to advantage. Both our 


o f f i s and enlisted men are such 


that we can take hearty pride in 
tlllem. 
No better material can bi 


found. 
But '.hey -must b3 'thor- 


oughly trained, both as individuals 
and In the muss. 
The markman- 


ship of the men onuyi receive epn- 
cial attention. 
In 
th-3 
circum- 


stances of modern warfare the man 
must act far more on nis own in- 
•dividual responsibility than ever 
before, and the high individual effi- 
ciency of the unit is of the utmost 
importance;

The veteran seamen of our war- 
ships are of as high a type as can 
be found in any navy which rides 
the waters of the world; they are

of their 
profession. 


They deserve every consideration 
tihat can be shown then'. But ther-> 
are not enough of them. 
It is no 


more possible to improvise a crew 
'than it is possible to improvise n 
•warship. 
To huilri the finest, ship, 


with tlie deadliest battery, and to 
f.rnd it afloat with a raw rrew. n-3 
matter 'how binve they were indi- 
vidually, would be to insure dis- 
aster if a foe of average capacity 


The lamentable scarcity of officers 


and the large number of recruits 
and of unskilled men necessarily 
put aboard the new vessels as they 
have 
been 
commissioned, 
has 


thrown upon our officers, and espec- 
ially on the lieutenants and junioi 
grades, unusual labor and fatigue 
and has gravely strained 
theii 


powers of endurance. Nor is there 
sign of any immediate let-up in 
this strain. It must continue foi 
some time longer, until more offi- 
cers are graduated from Annapolis 
and 
until 
the recruits 
becoma 


trained and skillful in their duties 
In these difficulties incident upon 
the development of our war flee 
the conduct of all our officers ha: 
been creditable to the service, ant 
the lieutenants and junior grade 
in particular have displayed an 
ability and a steadfast cheerfulnes 
which entitles them to the un 
grudging thanks of all who realiz 
the disheartening trials and fa- 
tigues to which they are of neces- 
sity subjected. 


There is not a cloud on the 


horizon at present. 
There seems 


not the slightest chance of trouble 
with a foreign power. We moat 
earnestly hope that this state of 
thing's may continue; and the way 
to insure its continuance is to pro- 
vide 
for a thoroughly efficient 


navy. 
The refusal 
to maintain 


such a navy would invite trouble, 
and if trouble came would insure 
disaster. Fatuous self-complacency 
or vanity, or short-s'ightedness in 
refusing to prepare for danger, is 
both foolish and wicked in such a 
nation as ours; and past experience 
has shown that such fatuity in re- 
fusing to recognize or prepare for 
any crisis in advance ir, usually 
succccJc-d by ft mad panic of hys- 
terical fear once the crisis has ac- 
tually arrived. 


P03TOF37ICE DEPARTMENT. 


T'.ic E't:-ik:ng- increase in the rcvc- 


nuc'i of the postoilice department 
shows clcr.rly the prosperity of our 
people and the incrcasiiij;- activity 
of the business of the country. 


The receipts of the pcstofllcc de- 


partment for the fiscal yc.vr ending 
June 30 last amounted to $121,- 
848,047.26, an increase of $10,- 
216,853.87 over the preceding year, 
the largest increase known in the 
hk.tory of the postal service. The 
magnitude of this increase will best 
appear from the fact that the entire 
postal receipts for the year 1860 
amounted to but $8,518,067. 


Ruial free delivery service is no 


longer in' the experimental stage; 
•t has bcc^m" -\ fixod j-inliry. Thei 
results following its introduction 
have fully justified the congress in 
the large appropriations made for 
its establishment and extension. 
The average yearly increase in 
postoflicc receipts in the rural dis- 
tricts of the country is about 2 per 
cent. We are now able, by actual 
results, to show that where rural 
free delivery service has been es- 
tablished to such an extent as to 
enable us to make comparisons the 
yearly increase has been upward 
of 10 per cent. 


RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 


On 
November 1, • 1902, 11,650 


rural free delivery routes had been 
established and were in operation, 
covering about one-third of the ter- 
ritory of the United States avail- 
able for rural free delivery service. 
There are now awaiting the action 
of the department petitions and ap- 
plications for the establishment of 
10,748 additional routes. 
This 


shows conclusively the want which 
the establishment of the service has 
met and the need of further ex- 
tending- it as rapidly as possible. 
It is justified both by the financial 
results and by the practical bene- 
fits to our rural population; it 
brings the men who live on the soil 
into close relations with the active 
business world; it keeps the farmer 
in daily touch with the markets; it 
is a potential educational force; it 
enhances the value of farm prop- 
erty, makes farm life far pleasanter 
and less isolated, and will do much 
to check the undesirable current 
from country to city. 


It is to be hoped that- the con- 


gress will -make liberal appropri- 
ations for the continuance of the 
service already established flnd for 
its further extension. 


WESTERN IRRIGATION. 


Few subjects of more importance 


have been taken up by the congress 
in recent years than the inaugur- 
ation of the system of nationally- 
aided irrigation for the arid regions 
of the far west. A g-ood beginning 
therein has been made. Now that 
this policy of national irrigation 
has been adopted, the need of thor- 


ough and scientific forest protec- 
tion will grow more rapidly than 
ever throughout the public land 
states, 


Legislation should be provided 


for the protection of the game, and 
the wild creatures generally, on the 
forest 
reserves. 
The 
senseless 


slaughter of game, which can by 
judicious protection be permanently 
preserved on our national reserves 
for the people as a whole, shouk 
be stopped at once. It is, for in- 
stance, a serious count against our 
national good sense to permit the 
present practice of -butchering off 
' such a stately and beautiful crea- 
ture as the elk for its antlers or 
tusks. 


So'1 far 'as they are available- for 


. agriculture, 'and to whatever ex.- 
•''tent'they may flbe reclaimed under 


. the national irrigation law, the re- 
; maining public lands sfaquld 
be 


held rigidly for the home builder, 
Uhe settler who lives on his land, 
and for no one else. 
In their ac- 


tual use the desert-land laiw, the 
timber and stcne law. and the com- 
mutation clause of the homestead 
law have been so perverted from 
the intention with which they were 
enacted as to permit the 'acquisition 
of large areas 'of the public dom'aiii 
for other than b'cttral settlers, 'and 
the consequent prevention 
;of set- 


tlement. Horeover, the approach- 
ing exhaustion of the public ranges 
has of late led to much discussion 
as to the best manner tof using 
these public 
lands 
in the west 


which are suitable- chiefly- or 'only 
for grazing. -The sound and steady 
:'.evc!cpr.;er.t "f t'he west depends 
upon the building up of homes 
therein. 
Much of our prosperity 


as a nation has been due to t-hc 
operation of tihe -homestead law. On 
the other 'hand, we should recog- 
nize the fact that in t'he grazing 
region ths man who corresponds to 
the homesteader may be unable to 
settle permanently if only allowed 
to use the same -amount of pasture 
•land that his -brother, the home- 
steader, is allowed to use of 'art-bio 
land. One hundred -and sixty -acres 
of fairly 
riroh and 
well-watered 


Boil, or a much smi.iller 'amount ot 
irrigated land, may keep '.-. family 
in plenty, -w'htrer.is no one could 
get a living from one hundred and 
sixty acres of dry pasture land 
c.ip.vble of sup-porting -at the out- 
side only one head of -cattle to every 
ten acres. In the past gre:-t tr.icU 
cf the public 'domain h'ave been 
fenced in by persons hiving no 
title IhcrcU. in dhvst defiance of 
ir.ic. l.vw f3rbi;Uling 
the 
mainic- 


:i-.nce or construction of any sue1: 
unlawful mclosure of public l«m» 
For various reasons t'hcre h:is -boer- 
llttlc interference with suc'h in- 
closurcs in tCie p.ist, but wmp-lc no- 
lice bis new been given t'he tres- 
passers, and all t'he resources .T- 
IhB •command cf the government 
will hereafter be used to put 'a stop 
to such trespassing. 


In view of the c-raiUl import- 


ance of these matters, I commend 
them to the earnest consideration 
cf tUic congress, and if the con- 
gress finds difficulty 
in 
dealing 


with them from lack of thorough 
knowledge nf the subject. I recom- 
mend that prevision be made for 
a rn-nniispir-.il cf experts specially 
to investigate r.nd report upon the 
complicated questions involved. 


LAWS FOR ALASKA. 


I especially uigc upon the con- 


gress the need cf wise legislation 
for Alaska. It is not to our credit 
as a n-iion tVint Alaska, which lias 
-been oura 
for thirty-five 
yc'-irs. 


should still 'have as poor a system 
of laws as is the c'.ise. No country 
has a more valuable possession— 
in mineral 
wevvU-h, in 
fisheries, 


furs, forests, and also in land avail- 
able for certain kinds of farming 
and stock-growing. It is a terri- 
tory of great size tuid varied re- 
sources, well fitted to support a 
large permanent population. Alas- 
ka needs a g-ood land law and such 
provisions for 
homesteads 
ana 


pre-emptions as 
will 
encourage 


permanent settlement. 
We should 


shape legislation with a view no*. 
to the exploiting and abandoning 
of the territory, but to the Ibuild- 
ing up of homes therein. The land 
laws should be liberal in type, so 
as tc >.c!d cut inducements to the 
actual 'ettler wtosora we most do- 
sire tj see take possession of the 
com: cry. 
The forests of AlasKi 


should be protected, S>nd, as a sec- 
•ontlary but still important matter, 
the game also, and at tihe same 
time it is imperative tihat th'« set- 
tlers should be allowed to cut tim- 
ber, under proper regulations, for 
their own use. 
Laws should be 


enacted to protect 
Uhe Alnskan 


salmon fisheries against the greed 
which would destroy tttiem. 
They 


should be preserved as a permanent 
industry and fo'od supply. 
Their 


management r.nd control should be 
turned over to the commission of 
fish and fisheries. Alaska should 
have a. delegate in 'tihe congress. 
It. would be well if a congressional 
committee could visit Alaska and 
investigate 
its needs 
'on 
tiie 


ground. 


PEALING WITH INDIANS. • 


In d'daling with the Indians our 


aim should be their ultimate -ab- 
sorption into the body of our peo- 
ple. 
But in miany cases this ab- 


sorption must «n'd slliould be veay 
slow. 
In portions of the Indian 


territory t!hc mixture of -blood has 
gone on at the same time with pro- 
gress in weai-tia and education, so 
that there are plenty of men with 
varying degrees of purity of In- 
dian blood who are absolutely in- 
distinguisfeble in point of social, 
political, 
arid 
economic ability 


from tfheir White associates-. T-here 
are ether tribes which h-awe as yet 
made no perceptible advance to- 
ward suc-h equality. 
To try 
to 


force such tribes too fast is to pre- 
vent their going forward at all. 
Moreover, the tribes 
live 
under 


widely different conditions. Wtoere 
a tribe has made considerable ad- 
vance and lives on fertile farming 
soil it is possible to allot the mem- 
hers lands in severally much 'as is 
the c-ase with white settlers. Therp 
are other tribes where such a course 
is not 
desirable. On the arid 


prairie lands the effort should toe 
to induce the Indians tc lead pas- 
toral 
rather 
titan 
agricultural 


lives, and to permit them to settle 
in villages rather than to force 
them into isolation. 


The large Indian schools situated 


remote from any Indian reserva- 
tion do a special and peculiar work 
of great importance. 
But, Excel- 


lent though these are, an immense 
amount of additional work must 
he done on the reservations them- 
selves among the old, and above 
all among the young Indians.. 


The first and 
most 
important 


step toward the absorption of the 
Indian is to teach him to earn his 
living; yet it is not necessary to 
be assured that in each community 
nil 
Indians must become 
either 


tillers of the soil or stock raisers. 
Their industries may properly be 
diversified, 
and those who show 


special desire or adaptability for 
industrial or even commercial pur- 
suits should be encouraged so far 
as practicable to follow out each 
his own bent. 


Every effort should be made to 


develop the Indian along the lines 
of natural aptitude, and to encour- 
age the existing native industries 
peculiar to certain tribes, such as 
the various kinds of basket weav- 
ing, canoe building, smith work, 
and blanket work. Above all, the 
Indian boys and girls should be 
given confident command of collo- 
quial English, and should ordinar- 
ily 
be prepared 
for a vigorous 


struggle with the conditions under 
which 
their people 
live, rather 


than for immediate absorption into 
some more highly developed com- 
munity. 


The officials 
who represent the 


government in dealing with the 
Indians work under hard condi- 
tions, and also under conditions 
which render it easy to do wrong 
and very difficult to detect wrong. 
Consequently they should be amp- 
ly paid on the one hand, and 
on 


the other hand a particularly high 
standard of conduct 
should 
be 


demanded from them, and where 
misconduct can be proved the pun- 
ishment should be exemplary. 


AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 


In 110 department of govern- 


mental work in recent years has 
there been greater success than in 
that giving scientific aid to the 
farming population, thereby show- 
inr* tlipni how most efficiently to 
help 
themselves. 
There is 
no 


need of insisting upon its impor- 
tance, for the welfare of the farm- 
er is fundamentally necessary to 
the welfare of the republic as a 
whole. 
In addition to such wori 


as quarantine agair.dt animal and 
vegetable 
plagues, and 
warring 


against them 
when here 
intro- 


duced, much efficient help has been 
rendered to the farmer by the in- 
troduction of .iew plants specially 
fitted for cultivation under the pe- 
culiar conditions existing in differ- 
ent portions of the country. 
New 


cereals have been established in 
the semi-arid west. 
For instance, 


the practicability of producing the 
best types of macaroni wheats in 
regions of an annual rainfall of 
only ten inches or thereabouts has 
been 
conclusively 
demonstrated. 


Through the introduction of new 
rices in Louisiana and Texas the 
production of rice in this country 
has been made to about equal the 
home demand. In the southwest 
the possibility of regrassiiig over- 
stocked range lands has been dem- 
onstrated; in the north many new 
forage crops have been introduced, 
while 
in the 
east 
it has been 


shown that some of our choicest 
fruits can be stored and shipped in 
such a way as to find a profitable 
market abroad. 


SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION.
